ORDINANCE CALLING A RUN-OFF ELECTION

Mayor Friedman introduced the following ordinance:

AN ORDINANCE ORDERING A RUNOFF ELECTION TO BE HELD IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN ON
APRIL 30, 1977 FOR THE PURPOSE OF ELECTING A MAYOR AND THREE COUNCILMEN OF
THE CITY OF AUSTIN FOR PLACES 1, 3 AND 4, RESPECTIVELY, FOR A TWO YEAR TERM
COMMENCING MAY 15, 1977; PROVIDING FOR POLLING PLACES; PROVIDING FOR THE
FORM OF THE BALLOT; PROVIDING FOR HOURS OF ABSENTEE VOTING; PROVIDING FOR
A SPECIAL CANVASSING BOARD; PROVIDING FOR THE USE OF AN ELECTRONIC VOTING
SYSTEM; PROVIDING FOR PROPER NOTICE AND SUCH OTHER ASPECTS AS ARE INCIDENT
AND RELATED TO THE PURPOSE OF THIS ORDINANCE; SUSPENDING THE RULE REQUIRING
THE READING OF AN ORDINANCE ON THREE SEPARATE DAYS; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.

Councilmember Trevino moved that the Council waive the requirement for
three readings, declare an emergency and finally pass the ordinance. The motion,
seconded by Councilmember Himmelblau, carried by the following vote:
